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Helo Us Get Jobs’ Is Plea 
if Destitute Cuban Exiles 


MIAMI, Fla. (P-O) — “Help 
ys unite with our families, Help 
ys get jobs so that we can sup- 
port ourselves while we are 
here.” 

This is the heartbreaking plea 
on the lips of hundreds of Cubans 
of Jewish faith whose careers 
and future plans have been shat- 
ter by the Castro government. 

Although Cuba is only 90 miles 
from here — eight minutes by 
jet — husbands and wives, chil 
dren and parents are being sep 
arated from one another by the 
words, “No more visas today.” 

A 20-year-old Jewish law stu- 
dent is one of the victims. He 
tod The POST and OPINION: 

‘T had to leave the University 
of Havana Law School, but I 
cannot continue my studies here. 
Our university is not recognized 
by the Miami Law School. Now, 
I will take any job. The Cuban 
government is breaking up fam 
flies. I was given a visa, but 
not my father. He is a newspa- 
perman, but the government 
took over the paper and his job 
Was gone.” 

“What about your career?” we 
questioned. 

“This I must forget about for 
now,” he replied. More import- 
ant now is to help my fellow 
Hebrews, who cannot get out 


of the country, The poor He.

This young student was active 
in the Zionist organization. He 
speaks English well and offerer 
himself as an interpreter on a 
voluntary basis to establish a 
liaison group between the Cuban 
Jews and the Miami community.

The younger children are be- 
wildered by the change of events. 
They play in the lobbies of the 
hotels. Many have not attended 
school for weeks. Most of the 
children interviewed had at- 
tended the Centro Israelitea de 
Cuba, or the Einstein Religious 
School in Havana, 


We talked to one 11-year-old 
who had attended the Tajkmone 
Religious School. He was fear- 
ful about answering questions: 

“No name, please.” 

We assured him that his name 
would not be used. He told us 
that the religious schools were 
now under the supervision of 
the state. His own school had 
closed because of lack of teach- 
ers, and “students were leavinz 
one after another . . . I have 
one of my friends here in Mia-. 
mi. But it is lonesome, and I 
miss my other friends.” For a 
moment he brightened with the 
news that “one of my teachers 
is here.” 

The biggest difficulty of the 
refugees seems to be their lack 
of knowledge of how to get in 
touch with the proper Jewish 
community agencies that can 
be helpful to them. The Council 
of Jewish Women, which main 
tains a Service to the Foreign 
Born, is handling requests by 
many refugees who are trying 
to obtain more a permanent sta 
tus than they are entitled to un- 
der the visitor’s visa they now 
hold, 

Those Cuban Jews seeking em 
ployment are being processed 
through the vocational section 
of the Jewish Federation of 
Greater Miami. Sam Cohen, as 
sistant director of the Miami 
Jewish Federation, informed The 
POST and OPINION that the 
situation is reasonably well in 
hand, although the future may 
bring the kind of load that woulc 
require the local Federation to 
bring in outside help. There has 
been little request for financial 
Cohen said. Most ot 
the requests have been for help 
in matters pertaining to immi 
gration status.

Jews Accused of Blood Rite 
In Communist Smear Attempt 


Jews in Russia have been ac- 
cused of drinking the blood of 
Moslems in fulfillment of their 
religious rites, The communists 
have revived the anti-Semitic 
“blood libel” of the Middle Ages 
in their newspaper Kommunist. 
The New York Herald Tribune 
labeled the action an attempt to 
destroy the last refuge of 11,000 
“mountain Jews” in the Soviet 
Caucasus, 


The blood libel originated in 
the Middle Ages when Jews were 
accused of killing Christian chil- 
dren and using their blood in the 
preparation of matzoth for Pass- 





over. Now the Communist party 
has slanted the libel for Moslem 
consumption saying that the Jews 
drink “water with Moslem blood.” 
The locality of the anti-Semitic 
campaign is Buinaksk, the third 
largest city of the Autonomous 
Soviet Republic of Daghestan. 
The communists are waging a 
campaign to elose the only syn- 
agogue in Buinaksk, the relgious 
and social center of the Jewish 
community in that region. An 
outbreak of violence is expected 
against the Buinaksk Jews who 
belong to a Central Asian na- 
tionality known as the Tats. 


The anti-Semitic article was 





printed in the Aug. 8 Issue of 
Kommunist. The article said that 
the Jews in the small Tat nation- 


ality were “backward elements," 
It called the Jews “bearers of 
harmful survivors of the past 
who hamper progress.” The are 
ticle signed by Mahmudov at 
tempts to turn Jews against Mos- 
lem by saying ‘a Jew who did 
not drink the blood of Moslems 
once a year was not considered 
a true believer.” It was published 
under the headline: “Let us 


sweep away the vestiges of the 
past! Without God the road is 
also open.”

New Hate Merchant 
As Rockwell Fades 


NEW YORK (P-O) — As con- 
cern over the hate-spouting of 
George Lincoln Rockwell sub- 
sides, with the home-grown Nazi 
holding court in some back alley 
in Washington, a new behemoth 
of bigotry has sprung into the 
spotlight in Canada where Andre 
Bellefeuille, gauleiter of gobble- 
degook, hit the airwaves last 
week. 

Bellefeuille, an employe of the 
federal Department of Transport, 
was hauled out of the woodwork 
by the Canadian Broadcasting 
Corporation and puton their 
Sunday night Newsmagazine 
Television Show from which he 
crawled across the nation’s TV 
screens, making rustling noises 
like a shambling of scarabs. 

The program carried a filmed 
interview of Rockwell who, io- 
gether with Bellefeuille, was de- 
scribed by a psychiatrist on the 
show “as a man with a sense 
of sexual incompetence, a failure 
in his social and professional 
life.” 

Rockwell exuded his effluvia 
that “the Jews will be through 
in '72” and promised that he 
would . set up gas chambers 
fhrousnout the U. S. to dispose 
of 80 per cent of American adult 
Jews when he comes “to the 
Presidency” just twelve years 
from now. 

Hysterical indifference seems 
to have been the nation’s reac- 
jion .o the joint efforts of Belle- 
feuille and Rockwell, for only 
one person called the studio ask- 
ing for the address of Bellefeu- 
ille’s Nazi organization while 
three others called to say they 
would be glad to _ personally 
“eliminate” the French-Canadian 
cuckoo. 

Rabbi Abraham Feinberg of 
Toronto’s Holy Blossom Temple, 
found himself somewhat bewild- 
eredly on the program and tried 
to equate the rabble-rousing with 
reason but found the going some- 





what difficult. He finally con- 
cluded that “you can’t avoid a 
feeling of pity for such infantil- 
ism.” 

He warned however that Can- 
ada can’t afford to let the disease 
fester and grow. 

Bellefeuille said that his Can- 
adian Nazi Organization has be- 
tween 1,200 and 2,000 followers 
in five provinces who have 
formed marching bunds and sub- 
scribe, as he does, to the jere- 
miads of Hitler, 

Several members of his party 
are former SS men. He said he 
hoped an international confer- 
ence of Nazi members could be 
held next -year in Montreal where 
his group now holds monthly 
meetings. 

If he ever comes to power, he 
said, Jews and Negroes would 
not ve allowed to work for the 
Canadian Government. Just how 
long HE will be working for the 
Canadian Governmen* seemed to 
be a moot question. For Trans- 
port Minister Leon Balcer in Ot- 
towa didn’t seem too happy that 
one of the members of his de- 
partment was abusing the Con- 
stitutional rights of a large num- 
ber of citizens whose taxes go 
to pay for the upkeep of his min- 
istry. 

“This whole business catches 
me by surprise,” he said. “I didn’t 
see t.e television show. I don’t 
know anything about it.” 

He wound up with a “this- 
thing-has-got-to-be-looked-into.” 
look. 

Rabbi Feinberg said on the pro- 
gram: “I question whether Belle- 
feuille is fit for service for the 
government he wants to destroy. 
Morally, his being employed by 
the government, is sedition.” 

Wilfred Gallant, police chief 
of Sorel, Quebec, where Belle- 
feuille’s job is located, said: ‘“He’s 
a little crazy. He’s always alone. 
Never speaks to anybody.” 

In an article entitled “How To 





Inflate A Bigot,” appearing in 
the current issue of “Committee 
Reporter,” a publication of the 
American Jewish Committee, 
Robert J. Greene, director of the 
AJC Central Seaboard Area, 
warns against giving too much 
prominence to the recrudescent 
Nazis. 

Touching on the scabrous ca- 
reer of Rockwell, Greene writes 
the best way to blow the bigot 
up to unnatural proportions is 
to (1) Match his hysterical out- 
bursts with equally shrill cries 
that what he says is ugly and 
beyond toleration, (2) Expose to 
the fullest degree, every minis- 
cule activity of the bread. (3) 
Demand that public officials take 
courses of conduct against him 
not available under the Constitu- 
tion. 


Rockwell, a repetitious failure 
in a number of pursuits, took to 
the hustings against the Jews 
as a means of gaining notoriety. 
On soap boxes emblazoned with 
a banner heralding the “Ameri- 
can Nazi Party” he harangued 
successive handfuls of hatefuls 
and wound up with a beehive of 
hecklers whose taunts stung him 
so badly he hired a “storm troop” 
of unwashed goons to heckle the 
hecklers. 


The goons abandoned oral of- 
fensives for muscle missions and 
their missionary endeavors came 
to a sudden halt in the magis- 
trates’ courts under a barrage of 
assault and battery charges. 
Rockwell was found guilty of 
disorderly conduct and is now 
out on bail, pending appeal. In 
the meantime, his back alley 
audience has dwindled to the 
point where it barely outnumbers 
the back alley cats who yowl at 
them from rickety neighborhood 
fences, in a manner to which 
they have become accustomed 
through the antics of their lead- 
er. 





Hits ‘Resignation of Anne Frank Family 


NEW YORK (P-O) — Ripping 
aside the sentimental aura that 
surrounds the play and _ the 
movie based on “The Diary of 
Anne Frank,” a prominent psy- 
ily met a senseless fate because 
it tried to carry on “life as us- 
choanalyst argues that the fam- 
ual” instead of “taking arms” 
against the monstrous doom clos- 
ing in on it. 

“Other Jews in Holland went 
underground to fight against the 
Germans and for humanity. The 
Franks could have provided 
themselves with a gun or two 
@nd shot down the ‘green police’ 
who came for them. They could 
have sold their lives dearly in- 
stead of walking to their death.” 

So writes Dr. Bruno Bettel- 
heim, a former prisoner in the 
Dachau and Buchenwald concen- 
tration camps, now director of 
the Orthogenic School of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, writing in 
the current issue of “Harper’s 
Magazine.” 

In the end, Dr. Bettelheim 
points out, all the Franks, with 
the exception of the father, died 
anyway. He raises the question 


whether it wouldn’t have been 
better for them to have died on 
their feet, blazing away at the 
enemy, and reducing the number 
of the butchers, 

The “lesson of Anne Frank” 
declares Dr. Bettelheim, is sim- 
ply that the tendency of Jews to 
accept passively successive stages 
of Nazi brutality, was very prob- 
ably the real reason for the 
establishment of the gas cham- 
bers in which six million Jews 
died. 

From the first terroristic at- 
tacks on Jewish property by 
Nazi storm-troopers and the con- 
fiscation of their property, 
through intensifying stages of 
degradation, writes Dr. Bettel- 
heim, the Jews, for the most 
part, “rolled with the punch” and 
failed to fight back. 

It was this phenomena, asserts 
the psychoanalyst, that first gave 
the SS the idea that Jews could 
be gotten to the point where 
they would walk to the gas cham- 
bers on their own. Dr. Bettelheim 
marvels that this is exactly what 
they did. There were only a few 





isolated instances, he declares, 





where masses of Jews, sure to 
die anyway, refused to accept 
doom in the Nazi charnel houses 
and fought their executioners, 
thus dying on their feet while 
reducing the number of the ene- 
my. 

Dr. Bettelheim cites the in- 
stance of a group of prisoners 
working in the gas chambers of 
Auschwitz who revolted against 
the SS. In the ensuing clash, 
seventy SS were killed, including 
one commissioned officer and 
seventeen non-coms. One of the 
crematories was totally destroyed 
and another severly damaged. In 
the end, the group of prisoner- 
workers were slain but they died 
on their feet and not grovelling 
their way passively to a gas 
chamber, asserts Dr, Bettelheim. 

Dr. Bettelheim ridicules the 
spectacle of the Frank family 
bickering among themselves over 
trifles instead .of meeting and 
challenging as a_ determined, 
united group the Nazi execution- 
ers. 

As an example of how Jews 
could fight back, the psychoan- 
alyst cites the instance of Hun- 





Denver Convert fo Judaism Says 
It Brings Him ‘Nearer fo God’ 


DENVER (P-O) — He uses a 
Jewish name to be accepted by 
Jewish girls, What is his real 
name? Norman McCray. 

What’s more, he believes Ju- 
daism brings him nearer to God, 
And he prefers the Hebrew 
Sachris prayer “The soul created 
in many is pure” to the Chris- 
tian concept of original sin. 

So Norman McCray converted 
to Judaism and is going to Is- 
rael to work in a kibbutz near 
Tel Aviv. He hopes to marry 
an Orthodox Jewish girl so his 
children will be raised in the 
traditional Jewish way. He will 
adopt the name of Roth. 

McCray’s story is told by Rob- 
ert S. Gamzey, writing in the 
Intermountain Jewish News of 
which Gamzey is editor. 

“I’m excited and I’m happy 
about becoming a Jew,” Gamzey 
quotes the 22-year-old Denver 
University junior, who attends 
regular services at BMH and 
keeps kosher cooking for him- 
self in his grandparents’ apart- 
ment. 

McCray or Roth is pious and 
observes the Orthodox rituals. 
writes Gamzey. He wraps the 
tfilim around his forearm every 
morning and says his prayers 
either at home or in the syna 
gogue and recites his evening 
mincha-maariv prayers. He is 
more observant than most born 
Jews, adds Gamzey, but he 
makes no invidious comparisons. 

His mentor, Rabbi Samuel 
Adelman taught his among 
other Hebraic ideals, not to judge 
others nor to “play God.” 

“What does his family think 
about his conversion?” writes 
Gamzey. “They cooperate. They 
approve, because they see it 





makes him happy. What caused 
him to join our faith?

“McCray served as a camp 
counselor last summer at Ortho. 
dox Zionist camp Moshava B'nai 
Akiva Wildrose, Wisc. He went 
under the name of Roth ani 
submerged himself in the life 
of Jews, Enjoying casual sum- 
mer romances with Jewish girl 
counselors, Norman felt accepted 
as a Jew by Jews. 

“At BMH he also feels ac 
cepted by his fellow congregants 
though sometimes some of them 
become over-solicitous to the 
point of embarrasment. He even 
felt anti-Semitism when a group 
of boys at a church taunted 
him for wearing a yarmulka.”

After Shocking TV Debut

MONTREAL (P-O) — Canada’s 
“Nazi Party” leader was fired 
from his federal government job 
two days after revealing his pe- 
culiar ambitions on a_ national 
TV network show, but there are 
still some very surprised people 
in very high circles here, 

An amazed nation found out 
on Oct. 30 that it harbors a “Can- 
adian Nazi Party.” Reaction is 
still mixed over whether the pub- 
licly-owned Canadian Broadcast- 
ing Corporation did, or did not 
do, the country a favor by inter- 
viewing 40-year-old Andre Belle- 
feuille on TV. 

Bellefeuille, who had been iden- 
tified to the CBC by Lincoln 
Rockwell as his Canadian lieu- 
tenant, said that Canadian Nazis 





garian Jews who banded togeth- 
er in Budapest in an underground 
ring when the Nazis took over. 
Aryan-appearing Jews joined the 
Hungarian SS and warned their 
fellows of impending raids. 

The group obtained arms. 
When the “knock came on the 
door” they blasted the SS, kill- 
ing as many as they could, and 
enabling the majority of those 
marked for arrest to escape.

Does the existence of the State 
of Israel offer an answer to 
the problem of anti-Semitism? 
would the voluntary removal ot 
all Jews from the countries of 
the world to Israel automatical- 
ly also remove hatred against 
Jews in the hearts and minds of 
non-Jews?

Both the tough fighting, young 
Israeli and the assimilationst, 
who shrinks before the hostilities 
in his non-Jewish environment. 
overlook the fact that it is not 
possible for the Jews as a group 
either to shed their Jewishness 
or to transplant themselves to 
Israel. The assimilationist does 
hot take into consideration the 
discomforts and hazards entailed 
in his course: humiliations, eme- 
tional slip-backs, especially in 
old age, and the possibility of 
being repudiated by one’s chil- 
dren, who, as Samuel puts it, 
“occasionally turn up witr 
perverse atavisms,.” The Sabra

ignores the reality that the over- 
whelming majority of galut Jews 
must remain where they are be- 
cause the absorptive capacity of 
Israel could, at best, take care 
of only a small minority. Equat- 
ing the two points of view Sam- 
uel observes that “. . . the over: 
whelming majority of galut Jews 
must remain Jews because the 
Jew-absorptive capacity of the 
non-Jewish peoples ... can simi- 
larly take care only of a small 
minority.” 


What makes Samuel’s views 
especially pertinent and impor- 
tant is that he is himself a live- 
long Zionist who has dedicated 
his great talents and efforts to 
the restoration of Jewish na- 
tionhood in the Land of Zion. 


As he sees it, the trouble 
with both the Sabras and the 
assimilationists arises from 
their misconception about the 
nature of anti-Semitism. Both 
of them, the writer says, re- 
gard anti-Semitism as the pro- 
duct of “the irritation caused 
in any organism by the pres- 
ence of a foreign body that 
either cannot or will not let 
itself be assimilated.” Hence, 
they conclude that if you can’t 
Or won’t let yourself be assim- 
ilated, the next best thing is 
to be incospicuous or “as lit- 
tle different as possible from 
your environment.” One takes 
this to mean a minimum of 
Jewishness, and nothing more; 
the other sees it as a maxi- 
mum association with Israel 
—and nothing more. 





will Not Solve Anti-Semitism 


Samuel argues that disappear- 
ence of the Jews in one way or 
the other in the countries of the 
galut would by no means put 
an end to anti-Semitism. Anti- 
Semitism, he asserts, does not 
depend on the “conspicuousness 
of the Jew”; it operates to the 
full on the “merest awareness 
of his existence’ and no pro- 
tective coloration, of whatever 
kind, has the slightest relevance. 
The activities of anti-Semitism 
follows laws unrelated to the be- 
havior of the Jew. These laws 
derive from’such things as “the 
folklore of the Western world, 
which, in turn, derive in part 
from the anti-Christ complex of 
an imperfectly Christianized ci- 
vilization.” 

Samuel’s own answer is for 
the Jews to put forth efforts 
directed “to a confrontation of 
the real nature of anti-Semit- 
ism. He concedes that this is 
an enormous undertaking, in- 
volving “the re-education of 


ourselves before we begin on 
our neighbors.” 


He urges keeping alive the 
memory of what Nazism did to 
the world and to the Jews—but 
points out that this is to be dis- 
tinguished sharply from the 
perpetuation of hatred of Ger- 
mans. He feels that the forth. 
coming Eichmann trial is a 
salutary circumstance in that it 
has served strikingly to focus 
the attention of the Israelis and 
of the world on the problem of 
anti-Semitism.

Spend Millions Aiding Needy 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn. (P-O) 
—You can’t make these guys 
mad. 

People insult them, blackball 
them from clubs because they’re 
Jews, threaten them with guns, 
lie about their business dealings 
and try to push their teeth in. 

So what do they do? They find 
jobs for the malcontents, build 
homes for them, patch up their 
shattered marriages, lend them 
money to go into business and 
pay their grocery bills. 

“They” are Mose Siskin, who 
is known as “Mr. Outside,” and 
his brother, Garrison, who is 
known as “Mr. Inside.” They 
own the Siskin Steel and Supply 
Company here but how they find 
time to run the business with all 
the other things they are run- 
ning, nobody knows. 

Maybe somebody cares. 
Siskins don’t. 

The current issue of the Satur- 
day Evening Post highlights 
their career with an article which 
shows how these guys, when you 
smack them on one side of the 
face, turn the other cheek and 
turn the other check too. It is 
usual, a very big check. 

As in the case of Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt who learned 
the innate implication of the 
word “guts” and a deep feeling 
for the sufferings of others 
through a harrowing personal ex- 
perience with polio, Garrison Sis- 
kin came upon a new career of 
service through an injury which 
nearly cost him his right leg.

a clot formed. Three surgeons 
said they would have to ampu- 
tate and gave him only a fifty- 
fifty chance to live. Siskin took 
the matter to God. He prayed all 
night, vowing that if he recov- 
ered he would devote the remain- 
der of his life to helping those 
less fortunate than he. 


He recovered. The leg stayed 
on and a lot of unfortunate peo- 
ple became rapidly less unfor- 
fortunate. Garrison wgsn’t in this 
thing alone. His brother strung 
along with him and together they 
formed the Siskin Center, a $3,- 
800,000 monument to mercy and 
the Siskin Foundation which 
backs almost any cause dedicated 
to the alleviation of human ills. 


They got their nicknames be- 
cause Garrison works mostly in- 
side in the steel company office 
wearing neat, conservative duds 
while Mose hangs around among 
the ingots, freight trains and 
rusted boiler plates wearing 
scuffed shoes, open neck shirts 
and pants that haven’t gone to 
press since they sold the New 
York World. 


The newest addition to the Sis- 
kin Center is a Rehabilitation 
Center for the physically handi- 
capped. The list of those helped 
by the brothers is endless. The 
deaf, the blind, the amputees, the 
cerebral palsy and polio victims, 
the alcoholics and chronically ill, 
benefit from their clinics, centers 
and endowments. 


But all the unfortunates, In Mr. 
Inside’s opinion, are not those 





who suffer merely from physical 
aches. There are the unmarried. 
He became a connubial conspira- 
tor with Cupid when he realized 
that the trade of the “Shadchan” 
is one which has been grossly 
undersung. 

The itch to ignite two isolates 
is worse than the barber’s or the 
Seven Year, according to “Shad- 
chan” statistics and Mr. Inside 
doesn’t put up a struggle. For 
example, when a friend of his 
died, the widow of the deceased 
turned so corpulent from sheer 
grief, not to mention beef, that 
she had to put two cents instead 
of one on the corner scale which 
she stopped to get her weight, 
God forbid. 

Says the Saturday Evening 
Post: “Garrison promised her if 
she‘d lose twenty-five pounds 
he’d buy her a new wardrobe 
and pay her way to Las Vegas 
for a visit with her brother.” 
When she’d tapered the tissues, 
Garrison phoned his brother and 
said: “I've got her looking good. 
Now you find her a husband.” 
Which the brother did. 

The brothers are Orthodox and 
their philosophy of life is simple. 
When accountants and attorneys 
said the money from the steel 
plant was going out in philan- 
thropic endeavors faster than it 
was coming in, the Siskins re- 
plied that just wasn’t so. They 
said that since they started “do- 
ing the Lord’s work” everything 
they’ve spent. has come back to 
them ten-fold—even a hundred- 
fold.

The latest development com 
prises two clashing reports re- 
specting Rabbi J. B. Soloveit- 
chik of Boston, Mass., once a 
candidate for the Chief Rabbin- 
ate, who withdrew from the 
campaign. 

During the week, the corre. 
spondent of the Tel Aviv Haaretz 
asserted that Rabbi Soloveitchik 
might come to Israel and enter 
the race for the office, if the 
election could be postponed. 

Circles close to Rabbi Shlomec 
Goren, Chief Chaplain of the 
Israeli Army, also a candidate 
for the Chief Rabbinate, reported 
that their latest information was 
to the effect that Rabbi Soloveit- 
chik would not change his mird 
to stay out of the race and would 
not come to Israel. 

Into this quandry was dropped 
the further tip-off that Rabbi 
Maimon—chairman of the Elec- 
toral Committee which must 
elect the Chief Rabbis — had 
been asked by the national religi- 
ous party, the Mizrachi Hapoel- 
Hamizrachi, to postpone the elec: 
tion, and had declined. 

Rabbi Soloveitchik withdrew 
from the campaign some weeks 
ago because of poor heatlh and 
a@ reported disinclination to enter 
@ contest which had _ been 
plunged into such a fury of bit- 
terness, 

Now, according to the Haaretz 
correspondent, his health is im- 
proved and he is apparently con- 





ducive to viewing the bitterness 
surrounding the campaign with 


greater forebearance. The Haar- 


etz writer said he planned to 
come to Israel “around the time 
of Chanucka.” 


There are two successors to 
the Chief Rabbinate to be elec- 
ted; one a Sephardic, the other 
an Ashkenazi rabbi. 

The Israeli Cabinet voted the 
Monday following Rosh Hashana 
to terminate the tenure of Sc- 
Phardic Chief Rabbi Yitschak 
Nissim as of Oct. 21. The Ash- 
kenazi post was left vacant by 
the death of Chief Rabbi Y. M. 
Toledano, 

According to Haaretz, Rabbi 
Nissim still acts as head of the 
Rabbis in the Great Rabbinical 
Court. They directed criticism at 
the Government’s Paymaster 
Office for having dropped the 
Rabbi from the payroll as of 
Oct. 21 when efforts to have his 
term extended collapsed. 

An added complication de 
veloped following the conference 
between Rabbi Maimon and the 
delegation from the Mizrachi 
Hapoel-Hamizrachi.

Rabbi Walden- 
berg resigned from the Commit- 
tee. Rabbi Maimon warned that 
if the man selected to succeed 
Rabbi Waldenberg is not satis- 
factory to the Rabbinate Coun.

M. Melamed, chairman of the 
United Hebrew Schools of the 
Cape Province, told Sharett that 
the idea of Jewish Day Schools 
had caught on so rapidly in the 
Province that the Herzlia School 
in Highlands Estates was taxed 
beyond its capacity and had a 
waiting list of 100. At present 
the school is accommodating 809 
pupils. 

Concerning future arange-

It is for the over-all 
well-being of the entire commun- 
ity, ‘both financially and other- 
wise, to supPort the cause of 
Hebrew education 100 per cent” 


Sharett stated that while Is 
rae] was naturally faced with its 
own educational problems, the 
authorities, and especially the 
Jewish Agency, were fully aware 
of the difficulties besetting Jew- 
ish communities throughout the 
world. 


It was realized, he said, that 
unless these communities con- 
tinued to flourish and inculcate 
the rising generation with He- 
brew learning, the anticipated 
aid both financially and morally, 
towards the State of Israel would 
not be forthcoming from the 
Jews abroad.

In Israel, Economy Booming 


By CARL ALPERT 

HAIFA—The members of the 
United Jewish Appeal Fact-Find- 
jng Mission who have recently 
returned to the United States 
after their study of the situation 
in Israel, must be to an extent 
bewildered and 

erplexed. 
They were 
shown a_ side 
of Israel quite 
different from 
that usually 
displayed =to 
friends from 
abroad who are 
asked to ¢gn- 
tinue their fi- 
fiancial assistance. 

The mood was set almost from 
the first day. by a welcoming edi- 
torial in The Jerusalem Post 
which expressed the belief that 
the visitors would find “confi- 
dence and prosperity in this coun- 
try... a country where agri- 
cultural production has increased 
five-fold and where the problem 
of surpluses has replaced that 
of rationing .. .” 


FOR THE TRUTH is that Israel 
is today enjoying a boom, a sort 
of mild prosperity which is re- 
flected both in the usual eco- 
nomic indicators, as well as in 
the superficial visual evidence. 
This does not mean that poverty 
has been banished. There are 
still many people who are ill- 
housed, and many who live a 
marginal existence; this is still 
not a Utopia. But the average 
citizen in this country of more 
than two million, is today enjoy- 
ing a standard of living which 
would have seemed visionary six 
or eight years ago. The shops 
are filled with consumer goods, 
and people are buying them. 
To be sure, the man in the 
street still complains, Taxes, high

prices, government regulations, 
are still favorite gripes, but com- 
plaining can also become a habit. 
The average Israeli, businessman 
or employed worker, may not 
realize it, but he is enjoying rela- 
tive prosperity. 

The national economic indices 
bear out this contention. There 
is almost no unemployment in 
Israel today, and there is already 
a marked shortage of skilled la- 
bor. National per capita produc- 
tion has risen this year by about 
6 per cent, due to greater effici- 
ency, mechanization, etc. The 
Tel Aviv stock exchange reflects 
the boom by reaching new peaks, 
and practically all new recent 
issues have been snapped up by 
local investors. 


ABOVE ALL, there has been 
a marked increase in purchasing 
power. The monetary expansion 
in the past two years has been 
about 15 per cent each year. Of 
course, this can also be a cause 
for concern. Too much purchas- 
ing power can also lead to in- 
flation. If the Israel Pound loses 
its value, prices go up, without 
corresponding increase in na- 
tional production. This could hap- 
pen, for example, if the govern- 
ment were to run the printing 
presses freely and flood the 
market with lots of money— 
cheap money. The Israel Minis- 
try of Finance is not doing that. 

It could happen if a large pro- 
portion of transactions were con- 
ducted on credit—government or 
business spending money which 
they really don’t have. That is 
not happening either; Eshkol has 
been most conservative in this 
respect. 

The Israel Pound is stable; 
even the black market in cur- 
rency has been shrinking. 

ISRAEL IS experiencing not 
inflation, but a period of real

The second of the significant 
symbols, the “Tablets of the 
Law,” took the conventional 
form of a double panel with its 
top carved to a double half cir 
cle. The markings on the tablets 
varied. In some instances, He- 
brew letters and in other cardi- 
nal or Roman numerals, were 
used, to designate the command- 
ments, The tablets were given a 
central position above the ark. In 
Orthedox synagogues, the tablets 
were at times flanked by the 
Lions of Judah . . . Hangings, 
Torah covers and silver appur- 
tenances were likewise commer- 
cially produced and until recently 
possessed little or no artistic 
value. Items of interest found in 
some synagogues were obtained 
in foreign communities. Much of 
it represents the filigree work 
characteristic of the art of 
Asiatic communities. 


“Today, new temples, regard. 
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less of their size and the limita- 
tions placed on their construc- 
tion cost, includes plans for ar- 
tistic interpretations of aspects 
of the teachings and traditions 
of Judaism . . . However, plans 
for good art are the first to be 
discarded when the anticipated 
budget for temple construction 
is not realized. Perhaps in time, 
the Jewish community of Amer- 
ica will come to realize that art 
forms are not merely luxuries 
but essential details which make 
the synagogue uniquely Jewish. 


“New symbols have been 
added to the American syna- 
gogue. Hebrew letters have made 
their appearance as an art motif 

. . The ark, usually recessed 
in the temple wall has received 
new treatment in the design of 
free standing arks ... the free 
standing ark is not a new Con- 
cept in the American synagogue.

GERWITZ is most likely a variant of the celebrated Jewish 
family name Horowitz which is derived from the name 
of the Bohemian town of Horovice.

The Russian language having no 
H usually substitutes a G for it and spells Horowitz as Goro 
witz, Gurvich and Gerwitz. A preponderant Majority of the 
Horowitz family are Leviyim and if you are a member of the 
Levy tribe then you are a Horowitz of Russian origin. Your 
family may have migrated to Germany later. There are also 
German Jewish families who derive the name Gerwitz from 
a locality named Gerwisch near Hagdeburg (population about 
2500) or from an ancestor whose given name was Gervit.

Sessions To Air U.S. Jewish Ald to Welfare Projects of Israeli Political Parties — 


The scheduling of two sessions of the 
general assembly of the Council of Jewish 
Federations and Welfare Funds this weekend 
on the subject of distribution of U. S. Jewish 
funds to Israel beneficiaries is a welcome de- 
velopment. It comes about as a result of the 
coincidence of an enlightened public interest 
in the subject plus wise leadership of the body 
which receives these funds from the United 
Jewish Appeal and then distributes them 
through its own official representative to the 
sources in Israel. 

This agency is the Jewish Agency, Inc., 
a new body made up of 21 American Jews 
headed by Dewey Stone as chairman. The 


general assembly is whether welfare projects 
of the various Israeli political parties, which 
heretofore have been supported in part by 
funds from the United Jewish Appeal, should 
continue to receive subventions—now through 
the Jewish Agency, Inc. At one point decision 
was announced to discontinue these subven- 
tions, which total annually about $2 million. 
Now there has been considerable opinion reg- 
istered against this decision in view of the 
fact that these welfare projects are no less 
valuable to Israel’s well-being than any other 
welfare project which receives funds from 
the United Jewish Appeal. 


It must be remembered that Israel was

jections from certain quarters will not be 
silenced. 

But the forward step, and Ben-Gurion

Deplores ‘Synagogues Which Compete 
With Community Centers, Adult Clubs

I am in full sympathy with 
§. D. R. whose letter to an un- 
known rabbi in an unknown city 
jn California you reprinted in 
your Editor’s Chair in your issue 
ef Oct. 21. 

In our community, we did do 
something so that Jews like S. D. 
R. could come into a shul on 
Rosh Hashona and Yom Kippur, 
he, his wife and his children. We 
rented the Masonic Hall in our 
area and sold our seats for $5.00 
each. All children under 13 years 
of age were admitted free as 
were handicapped children and 
adults who could not afford even 
the $5.00, The services were tra- 
ditional throughout, which meant 
separate seating. A native-born 
Jsraeli (in residence here at one 
of the local hospitals) chanted 
the liturgy with kavanah and 
without theatrics. 


A supplement was prepared for 
both Rosh Hashona and Yom 
Kippur which explained the sig- 





nificance of the Holydays and the 
background and meaning of the 
prayers and rituals, These sup- 
plements were constantly in use 
during the service as an adjunct 
to the Machzor. This method of 
congregational instruction was 
so effective that many worship- 
pers, including the “daveners”, 
as well as those who were famil- 
iar only with Reform practice, 
complimented the service, saying 
that for the first time they un- 
derstood what they were doing 
in shul on those holy days. 


The enthusiastic concentration 
in the service itself was so in- 
tense that during the reading of 
Maftir Jonah, a reverent hush 
fell .over the congregation and 
no voice other than that of the 
reader was heard. 

Of course this is not the an- 
swer to low-cost membership in 
Synagogues; and I am in full 
agreement with your realization 
that we “must do something 
about the high cost of synagogue 





CONVERT ‘LAPSED’ JEWS 
FIRST, RABBI URGES

As to whether Jews should 


seek to proselytize non-Jews: 
This is a moot question. The ar- 
ticle in The POST and OPIN- 
ION (Oct. 28) “Seeks 70 million 
Converts to Judaism in U. S&S. 
Crusade” shows to what extent 
the imagination and ambition of 
Rabbi Moshe M. Maggal goes 
when, as he asserted “Conver- 
sion is the next burning issue in 
Judaism” and that he has made 
it his mission to proselytize non- 
Jews, not in small numbers but 
in the millions, if the report is 
correct, 

It seems to me. that we have 
a Herculean task before us in 
trying to “convert” those who 
are born into the Jewish fold 
from their nominal affiliation 
with the Jewish people and the 
Jewish religion into active par- 
ticipation in Jewish life. 

It is an admitted fact that 
while belonging to congregations 
and other Jewish organizations 
has become fashionable, not very 
many Jews are really committed 
to live and act in accordance with 
the principles of the congrega- 
tion and the tenets of our faith. 

To be sure, there has been a 
Steady improvement, but there 
is so much to be done to make 
most of our Jewish people, if not 
all, learned as well as loyal and 
devout Jews before endeavoring 
to convert non-Jews to Judaism, 
it would behoove us to remember 





the ancient Rabbinic advice: 
“Adorn (or correct) yourself: 
then you may correct (Keshot) 
others.” 

When most, if not all, Jews 
will be observant Jews, familiar 
with our cultural heritage, we 
may think of propagandizing Ju- 
daism among others. But that 
will probably take a long time. 
We should also heed the advice 
of our sages, as I would interpret 
it homiletically: “(If you have 
limited megns) the poor people 
of your own town have a priori- 
ty claim on your generosity.” 

With so many of our Jewish 
people poorly equipped With Jew- 
ish knowledge, with the limita- 
tion of personnel, time, energy 
and means, how can we hope to 
cope with our own problem of 
transmitting our tradition to pos- 
terity and how can we in addi- 
tion undertake to do proselytiz- 
ing work among the gentiles, 
even if it should be assumed that 
it would be a “mitzvah” (which 
is in itself questionable)? 

It would be far better, if lead- 
ers with the energy that Rabbi 
Magall seems’ to have, would 
apply their ability and enthusi- 
asm, to strengthening and inten- 
sifying the Jewish life of the 
descendants of those who at Mt. 
Sinti. proclaimed “We shall do 
and we shall hearken.”

From _participa- 
tion in and observation of con- 
gregational activities, I have 
come to the conclusion that the 
only justification for a shul is 
the provision of a place for daily 
worship and a school for the re- 
ligious instruction of our chil- 
dren.

There is no need for a $400,000 
shul, a false god>sof stone and 
wood and metal who demands 
of those who wish to practice 
their Judaism fees that are be- 
yond the congregant’s ability to 
pay. The gimmick to attract the 
worshipper is analogous to false 
labeling and should be consid- 
ered a criminal moral action. 


As an advocate of a “working- 
man’s congregation,” \I suggest 
to the rabbinate that they must, 
through their own personal con- 
duct, motivate their potential 
congregants to respect the in- 
violability of Jewish tradition 
and to live their lives in accord- 
ance with the prescriptions laid 
dow.. in our religious codes.

Lack of Contact with Young 
Cause of Teen-age Problems 


NEW YORK (P-0)—A survey 
conducted by the National Jew 
ish Welfare Board has unearthe.: 
an outstanding cause for some ot 
the baffling complexities of teen 
age behaviour. 

The cause: Lack of under 
standing between youth grou;s 
and the social welfare agencies 
serving their leisure-time sociai 
recreational and cultural needs 

The survey, conducted over a 
period of one year, showed tha‘ 
teen-age group members at Jew 
ish community centers think one 
way and their group leaders 
think another. 

For example, group leaders 
list the four major interests of 
the youth groups as (1) Jewisi. 
identification; (2) Service Pro 
jects; (3) Socials in Town and 
(4) Socials out of Town. Leaders 
ranked the four in just that or

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Adolf Eichmann Dissuaded Hitler 
From Releasing 7,000 Jews 


NEW YORK (P-O) Adolf Eich 
mann, mass murderer of six 
million Jews, now awaiting trial 
before an Israeli court, went 
Hitler one better in his fanatical 
campaign against the Jews, ac- 
cording to a document unearthed 
from the war-time files of the 
German Foreign Ministry. 

The document discloses that 
Eichmann opposed a projected 
plan of Hitler’s to allow 7,000 
Jews to migrate from Nazi-oc- 
cupied Hungary to Palestine. 
The Swiss Government had per- 
suaded Hitler to approve the mi- 
gration when Eichmann sent 
word to the Nazi Foreign Mini- 
stry that he would “take care” 
of the 7,000 Hungarian Jews so 
quickly that their papers would 
never be made ready in time for 
them to escape to safety. 

Eichmann’s action sealed the 
doom of the 7,000. The damning 
document, which will confront 
him when he goes on trial in 
Jerusalem in March, is a tele- 
gram sent to the Ministry ir. 
Berlin by Edmund Vecsenmayer 
Hitler’s war-time envoy to Bud- 
apest. Vecsenmayer quoted Eich- 
mann’s statement to the “home 
office” and apparently the quota- 
tions swayed the Nazi leader to 
finally turn “thumbs down” on 
the projected migration. 

The West German Govern 
ment has announced officially 
that it will give Eichmann nc 
legal protection whatever, al 
though such protection is nor 
mally accorded German citizens 
being tried abroad. 

The Bonn regime said that Dr. 
Robert Servatius, Cologne law 
yer defending Eichmann, {fs act- 
ing entirely on his own initia 
tive. West German authorities 
have repeatedly denied that their 
government is footing any pari 
‘of the $25,000 Eichmann defense 
bill 

The West German Republic an- 
nounced it would send an offi 
ial of the Central Intelligence 
Agency for the investigation of 


oo 





Nazi war crimes, to Israel to 
study the results of the investi 
gation into Eichmann’s war-time 
activities, for possible future use 
in German investigations of Nazi 
war criminals. 

Additional evidence was un- 
earthed that Eichmann’s “hide- 
out” in Argentina was generally 
known several years before Is 
raeli agents seized him on the 
streets of Buenos Aires and 
whisked him off to Israel to 
stand trial. 

The West German Government 
has consistently denied it had 
any knowledge that the Nazi 
mass murderer was in Arger- 
tina prior to his capture in 1959 
However, Simon Weissental, 52, 
an architect for Linz, Austria, 
who played a leading role in the 
search for Eichmann, told news- 
men in Jerusalem that he re- 
ceived a letter in 1953 disclosing 
Eichmann’s whereabouts in the 
Argentine. 

The letter, said Weissentai 
was written by a German who 
served as an adviser to the Peron 
Government. The letter read in 
part: “All sorts of Nazis roam 
around in Argentina, among 
them is Adolf Eichmann who has 
a job with a certain water com. 
pany. I saw him myself several 
times and there are others who 
talked with him.” 

Meanwhile, word comes from 
the American Jewish Committee 
that the principles to which Eich- 
mann dedicated his career of 
murder, are finding recrudescence 
in a “growing international net- 
work of Nazism” now spreading 
through Europe, South America 
and the Middle East. 

GROUPS ANTI-DEMOCRATIC 

These Nazi activities, the AJC 
reports are “rooted in anti-Deme- 
cratic, anti-Semitic and totalitar- 
ian philosophies.” 

The report states that Hungar- 
ian, Ukrainian and Croatian fas- 
cist groups are cooperating with 
native Latin American Nazi or- 
ganizations, 





Other disclosures in the report 
are: 

@ in Argentina the National 
Union Movement is the major 
neo-Nazi organization with 15,000 
members and its propaganda is 
anti- wumerican and anti-Semitic. 

@ Mexico has an active anti- 
Semitic neo-Nazi movement 
whose propaganda is often used 
as a weapon against the United 
States. The key organization is 
the Editora Librera. 

U.S. SUPPLIES PAMPHLETS 

@ Anti-Semitic organizations in 
Latin-America receive a steady 
stream of Ku Klux Klan-type 


publications from the United 
States. 
@ The outstanding neo-Nazi 


grouv in West Germany is the 
German Reich Party which has 
a seat in the State Parliament. 

@® Internationa! neo-Nazi 
groups have branches in West 
Germany headed by former fas- 
cist military leaders and heads 
and ministers of wartime puppet 
governments who fled to Ger- 
many, Hungary, Czechosolvakia, 
Rumania and the Ukraine after 
World War II. 

@ \ danger signal is the mem- 
bership of 20,000 to 30,000 in 
German ultra-nationalistie youth 
organizations. 

@ .1 the Middle East, the UAR 
is providing refuge for Nazi war 
criminals who are serving Nas- 
ser’s government as propaganda 
advisers in the campaign against 
Israel.

JERUSALEM (P-0O)—Hamlet’s 
famous question of “To be or 
not to be?” has its counterpart 
in Israel today, 

The big quandary is whether 
or not Israel should furnish a 
Jewish lawyer to aid Dr. Robert 
Servatius, Cologne lawyer, in the 
defense of Adolf Eichmann, mass 
murderer of six million Jews, 
who goes on trial before an Is- 
raeli court in the spring. 

In a radio debate, Mendel 
Scharf, an attorney, whose fam- 
ily was slaughtered by the Nazis, 
took the position of arguing that 
an Israeli aide should be fur- 
nished Dr. Servatius to aid him 
as ai adviser on Israeli law. 

Scharf argued that the forth- 
coming trial of Eichmann is not 
an ordinary juridicial procedure 
but one that puts the Israeli na- 
tion on trial as well as the de- 
fendant. If every assistance is 
furnished Eichmann to insure 
that, beyond any possible shadow 
of doubt, he receives a fair and 
just trial, then the decision 
reached by the court will be 
“purer” and beyond the reach 
of doubt or question, Scharf said.

Scharf said in rebuttal that 
his proposal involved only pre 
trial conferences between Servas 
tius, and a possible Israeli aide, 
in the course of which the aide 
could guide the Cologne lawyer 
on moot points of Israeli law, 

The Israeli Bar Association ig 
already on record as stating that 
Servatius is entitled to have an 
Israeli lawyer advise him on Is 
raeli law. The association how. 
ever turned thumbs down on a 
proposal that it furnish an at 
torney to perform this service, 
It will be up to Servatius, the 
association stated, to find his 
own assistant.
